Amsterdam, Feb. 26—Chancellor 
Hertling, in his address before the 
German reichstag yesterday, declar- 
ed Pres. Wilson’s message of Feb. 
11 contained some principles which. 
might constitute the basis for a gen- 
eral peace discussion, if all the bel- 
ligerents agreed to.a mutual exchange 
of views, according to dispatches re- 
ceived here today. 

“I readily admit that Pres. Wilson’s 
message of ‘Feb. 11 constitutes a 
perhaps a small step toward rapproch 


ment,” said the Imperial chancellor. 
Only one reserve need be made in 
connection with these principles. 


They must not only be proposed by 
Pres. Wilson, but actually be recog- 


“This goal has not yet been reach- 
ed. There is yet no court of arbitra- 


“When Pres. Wlson says the Ger- 
man chancellor is speaking to a world 
tribunal, I must decline this tribunal 
as prejudiced, joyfully as I would 
greet it if an impartial court of ar- 
existed and gladly as I 
would co-operate to realize such 
ideals. 

“There is no trace of a similar feel- 
ing on the part of the enemy. Eng- 
land’s war aims are imperialistic. 
She does not think of applying self- 
determination to Ireland and India. 

“Inasmuch as peace has been made 
with Russia, the world asks ‘Isn't the 
open toward a general peace?’ 
but Great Britain, Maly and, France 
are not re sady to listen to “reasons 
They are fighting for conquest. 

“There is no Alsace-Lorraine ques-

tion, in an international sense, as 1 
have said before. 
“The world now stands before a 


final decision. Kither our enemies will 
decide to conclude peace—they know 
on what terms they are ready to be- 
gin discussion—or they will continue 
their insanity in criminal war of 
conquest. 

“Our people will hold out farther, 
but the blood of the fallen, the agonies 
of the mutilated and the suffering of 
the people will fall upon the heads 
of those who insistently refuse. to; 
listen to the voices of reason and

The other concern are the fellows 
that told you, if you were Jones here 
in Ypsilanti and had no team. and 
wagon, that they did not have any 
coal, but if you were Jones out in 
: the country and would haul your own 
4 coal and would come right down that 
J| afternoon you could get a load; there- 
mi by getting 90 percent of their coal 
g hauled for nothing. And, don’t for- 
get that they charged Jones from the 
country just as much per ton as if 
they had delivered it.» These are the 
fellows who when the price was set 
that allowed them 33 1-3: percent 
profit on what coal. they did let come 
to. Ypsilanti, said they were going out 
of the coal business “because they 
could not make any money.” They 
are also said to have threatened to 
cancel and divert every car of coal 
they had coming, right at the worst 
crisis of the coal business this winter 
and had to be “fixed up” by Mayor 
Brown to prevent them from doing it. 
These are the people who now have 
egal in transit which they. have very 
kindly offered to turn over to other 
dealers provided they pay them $1.00 
per ton profit. 

Now, our two largest. coal dealers, 
just to help.out the people in Ypsi- 
lanti, “will get. the coal. this year, AA i» 
their property ahd’ stock rè not ‘put | 
on the tax roll. This. winter they 
would not bestir themselves and get} 
coal, “because they could not make 
any money,” as, the coal that Har- 
rington and Mayor Brown and the 
other fellows worked day and night 
to bring to psilanti did not show 30 
to 40 percent profit. -Next winter 

they promise to take care of us if by 
fi every hook or crook they “can get 
theirs.” And, remember these gen- 
tlemen made their money right here 
in Ypsilanti during the past half 
century and they could sell coal for 
the duration of the war at no profit 
and never feel it, just to help the 
country if they had the proper spirit. 

On their plan, we would have to 
exempt from taxation all the busi- 
ness men on the street, and, the poor 
fellow that works by the day, because 
they “cannot make any money” owing 
to conditions brought about by the 
war. Funny some people cannot 
wait until the darned thing ends to 
“make money.” 

No. folks, we cannot depend on 
these two dealers next winter any 
more than we could this winter. The 
small dealer has done his best, but 
we will still have to look to Mayor 
Brown and Harrington to give up 
their time, jolly, plead and carry the 
coal dealer around on a chip, and, 
then go out and get the coal for him 
to sell, to take care of us next win- 
ter just the same. Because, you know 
there are lots of people who, while 
they haven’t the means to go out and 
get the coal to keep them from freez- 
ing, to say nothing of “making mon- 
ey’ out of dt, may have a boy “over 
there.” Are we to forget these peo- 
ple?
